Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

- Lines 7-8 read "said transcoder having access to security information and 
transcoding type information". This should apparently read "said transcoder 
having access to the security information and the transcoding-type 
information". 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Double Patenting 

2. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where 
the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not 
patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim 
is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual rejection based on a nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply 
with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-4, 8-15, and 19-33 are rejected on the ground of obviousness-type 

nonstatutory double patenting over claims 1-7, 10-24, 26, 27, and 31-33 of U. S. Patent 



No. 6,763,460. 
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The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: partially encrypted data being transcoded using 
information regarding each part of the data (encrypted confidential data and non- 
encrypted non-confidential data) to transcode the encrypted data without using its 
contents and transcode the non-encrypted data having access to its contents. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would conclude that the application is an obvious 
variation of the patent because the only differences between the patent and application 
are the modifications of phrases, for example, to add the limitation "for potential use" in 
place of "being usable", and other minor wording changes such as that. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4, 8-15, and 19-33 are allowed. The following is an examiner^s 
statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art (Deiprat, U.S. Patent 
5,497,396) teaches the transcoding and transmission of data, including both encrypted 
and non-encrypted data, but does not teach the inclusion of additional parameters 
(security information and transcoding-type information) with the data used to define 
which parts of partially encrypted data are encrypted, and how to transcode each of the 
types (encrypted vs. non-encrypted). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

As allowable subject nnatter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with.
